COLUMBUS, O, Oct 30—With 


former Governor James M. Cox 
again 
actively 
supporting 
the 


Democratic candidates and United 
States Senator Simeon D Fess, 
chairman of the Republican nat- 
ional committee, renewing his ap- 
peals for the election of the G O. 
P. state nominees, the Ohio politi- 
cal campaign continued today at 
fever pitch as the electoral zero 
hour approaches. 


The charge 
that Republican 


leaders nationally had perfected 
such organizations among women 
and in religious circles that they 
believed "anything could be done," 
•was voiced by Cox m an address 
at Akron Wednesday night 


As a result of this situation, G. 


O. P. leaders approved the Smoot- 
Jtiawley tariff bill. Cox said. He 
declared that this was "the tragic 
error." 


Cox said the Republican leaders 


"accomplished the first 
effective 


mobilization of the women's vote " 
Large sums of money, he said, 
were used in developing the social 
side of politics for women 


"Then again, the devious meth- 


ods of organization took in the 
churches. ''And we must not for- 
get that the indicated wish of the 
large contributors to the church 
fund is a persuasive thing "

Referring to the crash of the 


stock market, and pointing out 
that it resulted in the loss of sav- 
ings of thousands of persons, Cox 
said-

from the moorings of the caution 
of other days by the enticing 
words of two presidents. 


"When the history of this per- 


iod is written, some plain-spoken 
person, moved by a great truth, is 
going to assert that, in our car- 
nival of foolishness, two presi- 
dents of the United States were 
auctioneering blue-sky stocks from 
the steps of the White House." 


Voicing confidence in the nat- 


ion's resources. Fess, in an address 
at Lima Wednesday night, said 
that exaggerations 
by partisan 


leaders were partly 
responsible 


for the continuance of the busi- 
ness depression. 


"If 
carping 
critics 
would 


withhold their direful prognosti- 
cations, if the desire for quick and 
large returns in the field of specu- 
lation would give way to that of 
honest investment, and if the par- 
tisan leaders would be satisfied lo 
stay withm the facts, instead of 
employing exaggerations, quite a 
different situation would present it- 
self." Fess declared.
